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VERY Man ftands in this World 
with a double Relation, on which 
the inferior Duties depend ; the one 
Relation is Social, the other Civil; 
the one affefting him as a Citizen of 
the World, the other as the Member 
of a particular Conftitution. 

From this Diftinétion arifes that good Faith, to which 
an Enemy as well as a Friend is intitled, and without 
which, War becomes Butchery, and its Seat only the /arger 
Charnel- Houfe of Death. A Breach of civil Daties violates 
the Lacus of the Land, a Breach of the Social thofe of Na- 
ture: By the firft we cgafe to be good Subjects, by the latter 
we ceafe to be Men. 

For this Reafon, every wife and generous Government 
will be more jealous of their Charaéter as Enemies than as 
Friends. The Violation of Carte/s is, in its own Nature, 
more dangerous to the People than that of Treaties, and 
its Confequences more fatal. There is the fame Difference 
betwixt a Breach of the Laws of Peace and thofe of War, 
as betwixt Faults proceeding from a wrong Head, and thofe 
arifing from a bad Heart: A People, therefore, ought to 
be extremely cautious of fuffering the fmalleft Imputation 
of the latter Kind ; and tc look upon every fuch Imputa- 
tion, when groundlefsly thrown out by the other Side, to 
the fame Thing as fighting with envenom’d Balls; it is 
poifoning the good Name of a Government, which ought 
to be its immediate F ewel. ‘ 

We have been told, that the French, at the Battle of Fon- 
tensy, difcharg’d at our Soldiers from their Artillery rufty 
Nails, broken Glafs, and fuch irremediable Miffiles as the 
Laws of War difavow: But, give me Leave to obferve, 
that they have made at ourG t, from their Ca- 
binet, a much more dangerous Difcharge; they have in 
authenticated, and yet uncontradicted * Writings, accus'd 
us of a Breach of good Faith in the Detention of Marfhal 
Pelleifle, by not allowing him the Benefit of the Cartel. 
As to the Conduct of the B— M ———ry in that De- 
tention, Iam bound to believe, that it was agreeable to the 
ftriteft Honour ; therefore, it would be in me the higheft 
Prefumption either to cenfure or defend it : I am bound to 
believe, that the Marfhal is a Prifoner of State and not of 
War, and therefore not entitled to the Benefit of that Car- 
tel, which the mutual Letters betwixt ours and the French 
Minifters and Generals eftablifh’d, and which the authentic 
Relation publifhed here of the Battle of Fontenoy, admits 
ftill coexift. + 

But I muft be excufed if I can fee nothing beyond 
E——=d with the Eyes of political Faith, and if they don’t 
reach to H y: The ruinous Neutrality concluded 
for that fhabby E te; the Partiality thew'd to 
its Troops ; their Infolence at Hannau, and their Cowardice 
at Dettingen, are but trivial or venial Infults, compared to 
that offer'd to the Majefty and Independency of the Briti> 
Crown in the Anfwer of the H. m Regency to 
Montieur Buxaz, who demanded the Marfhal on the Part

of the Emperor: This Anfwer is dated the 21ft of Fa- 
nuary 1744, and was publifhed in the Am/erdam Gaxette 
on the 19th of March following ; and is fuch an Inftanee 
of either Ignorance or Impudence, or fomewhat worle 
than either, that it is abfolutely neceffary I fhould infert ic 
here.

** therefore, will have perceived from hence that the 
* Doubts attending this Cirqumftance do vanifh of them- 
‘* felves.” 


Now, tho’ the Infalts offer’d to his Majefty’s Right to

the Crown of Englana, by the Manner in which the. 


French Declaration of War is worded, muft flir Indigna- 
tion in every Expt Heart, yet there can be nothing more 
plain by the Elifion of a conjunétive Particle betwixt his 
Majefty’s Titles, than that thefame is only meant as an in- 
famous ‘Diftinétion, invidioufly to charaéterize his M——ty’s 
Verfon, but never was underitood, even by the Englifp Mi- 
niftry, to extend to a Declaration againft the Subjects of 
the King of England, anv thofe of the Eleor of Hanover ; 
That our M ry, I fay, did not underftand it in this 
Senfe, is evident from the Hanoverians being in the Cartel 
confidered as Auxiliaries only. 

Let me fuppole, that there is a Pretender to the Domi- 
nions of Seveden, and that a Power at War with Saveden 
fhould adopt, or intend to adopt the Interefts of this Pre- 
tender, and fhould, as a Counter-DiftinGiion, in its Decla- 
ration of War, declare againft the King of Sweden, Land 
grave of Feffe-Cafel. In fuch a Cafe, would this be 
looked upon as declaring War againft the Landgravate 
of Heffe-Caffel? No; all Europe would laogh at fuch an 
Interpretation. 

But let me make yet a more important Suppofition, 
whieh, | think, will fully expofe the Horrors of the Preci- 
pice, to which the Anfwer of the H a M—ry 
tends to draw the People of England: Suppofing there was 
a Pretender to the E te of H r, and that 
his M———y, as Em——=r of H———~ >, was upon 











the Eve of a War with France; fuppofing, 2s before, that | 





France intended to adopt the Claim of this Pretender, and 
as a diftant, tacit Hint, to keep up the Spirits of his few 
Abettors in H=————, fhould, in his Declaration of War, 
declare againft the Eleftor of H———-, K—<g of 
E——-d. Let me atk whether the Eg/j4 Nation would 
look upon this as a formal valid Declaration of War againit 
them? How would it found, if, in Confequence of an 
Hoftility committed by the Exg/ij, our Minifters fhould 
excufe it by fayivg, that in the French Declaration his 
E 1 H—nels is not only all along filed E—tor 
of Hr, K——g of E @, but the ufual Forms 
on fuch Occafions are obferved, by the following Words, 
“* His moft Chriftian Majefty injoins and commands all 
his Subjects, Vaflals, and Servants, to fall upon the 
** Subjeéts of the E————r of Hommmer, K—~g of 
“ F——d.” 

Now Declarations of War are generally reciprocal, and 
the Variation of Phrafes makes no Difference in the Nature 
of Things. If the H n M-———ry thought 
the Electorate was engaged in Confequence of the Decla- 
ration againft the Kingdom, does it not neceflarily fol- 
low that they would have thought the Kingdom engaged in 
Confequence of a Declaration again the EleMorate ? 
Should this Dottrine efcape unnoted, nay, umpanioed, we 
may foon expect to fee England the wretched Appendix of 
a defpicable Corner of Germany; we may expeé to fee the

But his Majefty, by his Declaration againft France, {eens 
of himfelf to have obviated all Apprehentions of this Kind; 
for there he fpeaks in the Raya/and not in the EA@oral Stile, 
nor is the Sovereign Dignity of King of England once tack'd 
to the Titles of the Houfe of Brunfwic-Lunenlourg: The In- 
fult, therefore, we have Caufe to complain of, muft have 
been the pure genuine I-flect of H n Arrogance ; 
nor will the 7——4s faying, How we Apples /wim, ever be 
thought the leaft Prefumption, while an authentic Anfwer 
is extant, by which the Regency of H——-r_ makes 
their own Interefts and that of G—¥?#- Britain to be mutual 
and infcparable. 





As to the Expediency of the Farce, to which this Info. 
lence was the Epilogue, I leave it to be difcufs'd by others ; 
I thall only obferve, that H r prefumed to talk at
